The logitlmato business of the banks is to aid 
the conimorcial community, and it is for this 
principally they obtain tiioir chcA’ters. 
The 
temptation to make larger profits out of call 
loans from stock jolibers is great, undoubt­ 
edly, but tlio banks should romoiuher that the 
prosperity of the city as well as thoir own in 
the long run depends very much upon com­ 
merce. 
However, the present trouble will 
soon jiass away, and wo shall not experionco 
anything similar, probably, for some time to 
come. 
Still there is no security for the future, 
and lliercfore it will be the duty of Congress 
as soon as it meets lo place the financial 
afiairs of tho coiKitry on such a foundation as 
will give stability to raonotary transactions, 
the currency and trade.

The goM and stock speculators of Wall 
street have not yet got out of their muddle, 
though more light continues to be thrown upon 
the disastrous transaction-s of last week and 
upon the condition of the victims. 
Some 
heavy firms are in suspension or broken, and 
we do not yet know how far others may be 
affected and drawn Into the vortex. 
But 
there is a di.sposition all round to prevent a 
general wreck. 
This makes every one incline ! 
lo Ijc accommodating to or geutlo with the 
wounded. 
There Ls, however, an uncompro 
raising liostiliiy to the authors of the calamity 
The cry everywhere Is, “ Hang them! hang 
them !” 
But there is no fear of any lynch law 
or sour apple tree operation. 
The truth Is the 
men who have l>een “ cornered" would, if they 
could, have made a “ corner" on their success­ 
ful rivals, and would “ corner" anybody oLsc 
to-morrow if they should have a chance. 
The 
whole batch of gold and stock gamblers are 
alike. 
When they prey upon each other, as 
on last Friday, the victims cry out Instily, hut 
when they jirey upon the public they are as 
amiable and social among themselves aa possi­ 
ble. 
So far, then, as these gamblers are con­ 
cerned there is no cause for sympathy. 
As soon as the storm is over trade and com­ 
merce will be benefited; for people will see 
the hollowneis of Wall street speculations, and, 
as a conserpience, will stick to and trust more 
in their legitimate business. 
lA>t the 
m e r­ 
chants and tradesmen stand fast, keep clear 
of the whirlpool, not get excited, and be 
true to each other. 
They will thus avert a 
panic, and can look calmly on while the crash 
among the stock jobbers and gold gamblers is 
going on. 
In reviewing the situation of this financial 
crisis we are naturally led to ask who are to 
blame—that is, who outside of the rings of 
speculators that preciiiilate 1 the crisis. 
The 
Secretary of the Treasury had it in his power, 
undoubtedly, to prevent the trouble. 
The us«; 
of a few millions out of the enormous reserve 
he constantly holds in his hands woul I at any 
time avert such evils. 
Had he sold gold regu­ 
larly and in sufllciont quantities the “ corner' 
of last Friday would hardly have been possi­ 
ble. 
Tlien, 
had he acted more promptly 
when tho first sign of the crisis was seon, be 
could have preve.ited ranch of the mischief. 
It is true, ho carne to the rescue at the el-venth 
hour—or, rather, he was forced lo do that by a 
higher authority—but the mischief had b-en 
done then. 
If Mr, Bout well is not guilty of 
winking at the scheines of the Wall . trent 
gambler.s he is ignorant of wh it he ought to 
know and of his duty.

Tiiii L a.st o f L o f k z .— There seems to be 
little room for doubt that the fighting Lopez, 
of Paraguay, has fought his last battle again.st 
the allied invaders of bis country, and is now 
a fugitivo and an outlaw, with a handful of 
followers, intent for tho present only upon 
escaping capture. 
One of our contemporaries, 
in view of tho alleged savage atrocities com­ 
mitted by Lopez, In the way of executions 
and murders, rejoices at his overthrow ; but 
there Is a more Important question th in the 
personal character of Lopez involved in his 
final deioat. 
With his fa ll’ Paraguay falls 
practically into the possession of Brazil, and to 
this extent the giln of the monarchy of Brazil 
Is a loss to the republican system in all .South 
America. 
Tho Argentine Confederation will 
probably go next, and then Venezuela, and so 
on, until all the .South American republics arc 
wiped out. 
In this view the fall of Lopez 
becomes a general misfortune, and we suspect 
that the Argentines will be the first to suffer 
for their folly in turning over Paraguay into 
the hands of Brazil. 


The Preacnt A speat. o f th v Cuban Qiieatlou. 


Tho recent news on the state of affairs in 
Cuba is a little mysterious and mixed up; 
but there is no reason to suppose that the 
Cuban cause is falling, but rather the con­ 
trary. 
Indeed, the reports received in Key 
West for the Junta in this city are of a most 
promising character, repreaoiitlng that the 
patriots in Cuba are iu the best of spirits and 
t.Sat tho battle of Las Tunas resulted in a 
decided victory for tho Insurgoiits. 
If tho 
rojiort from Madrid bo true, that General 
Sickles has withdrawn his note to tho Spanish 
govrriimeut—although it must be remembered 
that this report has been previously contra­ 
dicted—General Sickles may have acted in 
consideration of the existing ombaiTassraents 
of tho regency. 
The question of a successor 
to the throne of Isabella now trouble.i the 
Spanish government, and probably tho future 
of Spain, as balanced liutweon a monarchy and 
a republic, a kingdom governed by a prince of 
tho hou.se of .Savoy or .some one else who may 
yet turn up, or a coritinuutlou of tho regency, 
is Buflioiontly cMnharrassing, without ciitortaiu- 
iug any proposition of the American Miiiistor, 
and, with a proper sense ol delicacy, Qoneral 
.Sickles may have wlilulr.iwn liis note; but 
whether he has or not it wili not all'oct the 
action of the United .States goverainent with 
reganl to Cuba. 
Siialn, meantime, is samllng nrmameal» to 
Cub.1 ; but there is no doubt now that at least 
one ¡irivatocr is out to liitereept the Sp.mish 
vessels and do all kinds of damage to the 
Spanish fl.»g on the liiijh aoas. 
She boars the 
ominous niimo ol the .Mnbania, though not the 
original one, and, it is s.iil, was seen oil' 
Sandy Hook, dr.awing closo upon tho Hornet, 
which latter vessel sailed from Halifax the 
other day, after nndorgoiiig a fruitless search 
by the Dominiou anthoriti.'s, but, uo doubt,

republic Is at war with Spain, and is therefore 
warranted, according to the rules of war, in 
harassing her enemy wherever she may find 
him. 
It is said by tho London Timet that there is 
but little hope of a compromise between Spain 
and Cuba; that If the Cubans lay down their 
■jjja-imd send deputies to tho Cortes they may 
becomo “ as Canada,” and even become in­ 
dependent, which Canada is n o t; but disarm a­ 
ment is the ultimatum, for Spain yields nothing 
to compulsion. 
Now this is all nonsense, and 
not worth a thought. 
The future of Cuba is in 
tho hands, not of Spain, but of the United 
States. 
Spain may send relnforcoments of 
troops to Cuba if she will, aiiJ disgrace her 
escutcheon by brutal m urders 
and savage 
cruelties, as she is doing, but the sotlloraenl 
of the Cuban question lies with us for all that. 
Under these circumstances Is it not timo 
that our government was doing something— 
making some move Just now towards the solu­ 
tion of the difUculty ? 
The public appears to 
he of one mlad about the m atter, and that Is 
that tho Cuban patriots should bo recognized 
at least, If not befriended. 
Wo notice that in 
the platforms of both parties—democratic and 
reimblican—in this State, adopted at .Syracuse, 
the recognition of Cuba finds a strong endorse­ 
ment.

At a Council of Ministers hold in Madrid on 
W ednesday, Marshal Serrano presiding, it was 
agreed to propose to tho Cortes the election of 
tho Duke of Genoa as the King of Spain. 
After a year’s idle talk this is the first decided 
step which the Spanish Miuislry has taken. 
Wo have had rumors without end of probable 
candidates. 
The Dnko of Edinburg, Prince 
Napoleon, Doin Ferdinand, tho King of P ortu­ 
gal, tho Duke of A o sta -th e se and many more 
have boon mentioned in connection with the 
vacant throne. Thomas Albert Victor, of Savoy, 
Duke of Genoa, the nephew of Victor Eman­ 
uel, and cousin and brother-in-law of Prince 
Humbert, heir apparent to the throne of Italy, 
was born on the 10th of February, IS.’H. 
He 
is consequently only la his sixteenth year. 
Victor Emanuel, who has no special desire to 
see his son on the Spanish throne, may have 
less objection to his nephew. We know no good 
reason why, if Spain must have a king, the 
Duke of Genoa should not l)o as good as any 
other. 
He is not a Bourbon. 
That is one 
recommendation. 
He is young enough to 
necessitate a practical regency. 
That, to 
some 
parties at 
least, 
is another recora- 
mendallon. 
There 
is 
no 
good 
reason 
why

should object. 
The only trouble is that before 
the Cortes havo agreed to elect the Duke to the 
vacant throne the throne Itself may havo gone 
the way of Isabella. 
Spain may bo a republic 
before the Cortes know where they are. 
If the 
Duke ie proclaimed king. Prim, Serrano and 
the rest will not bo less powerful than they 
a re - th a tis , supposing no counterrevolution 
makes an end of them all. 


C ou lna Political Changes In 
Rurope. 
The recent ¡liaos» of tho Em peror Napoleon 
has awakened a deep and general interest In 
the affairs of Europe. 
Tho probable death of 
the man who has swayed for over twenty 
years the destinies of France inspired the 
courts and cabinets with al irm ; and for the 
first time it has been honestly confessed in 
high places 
that France is the centre of 
Europe and that Napoleon is dynastically tho 
pivotal person of tho epoch. 
Not since 1848 
havo tho dynasties and the hangers-on of tho 
same been so put to their wit’s end. 
Aflor 
Napolooii no man could toll what was to come, 
but to most men the prospect seemed bad for 
tho crowned heads and tho privileged classes 
in Europe. Iloace tho mission of Lord Cl are n- 
don and tho general flocking of confldenllal 
government agents to Paris. 
For the present 
tho crisis is over, and we cannot say that we 
are sorry that It is over, but the crisis while 
it lasted was richly suggostivo. 
It is no longer to bo doubted that Europe Is 
on tho evo of another great con vulsion. 
Tho 
forces exist but they are peat up and hold in 
reslraint. 
One man more than any other 
in Europe m aintains law and o rd er-h o ld in g 
tho dangerous classes in check— and that man 
is Louis Napoleon Bonaparte. 
Napoleon out 
of the way we are cortai'i to have, If not the 
wild outliurst of 1789, at least a ropetlllon of 
1830 or 1818. 
It Is oven qne-stionablo whether 
the Emperor himself, in consequence of failing 
health and declining power, may not witness a 
violent revolution which ho will not bo able to 
control. 
The reforms which Napoleon has granted 
make a revolution certain. If he lives and has 
power to guide the new forces which he has 
let loose In the empire all may go well. 
But 
tho contingencies are numerous and tho pro­ 
babilities are not promising. 
Tha new forces 
may prove too strong for him. 
It is a fact 
which ought not to be overlooked that every 
time tha French people have come to power 
they have, as a Orst step. Interfered in tho 
affairs of Europe. 
More than any other 
European people the French people, properly 
so callcji, are in sympathy with the cause of 
democracy all the world over. 
One groat 
Bocret of Napoleon’s success has been that he 
has humored this fooling. 
Italy is an example. 
Germany is another, although Germany has 
gone a little beyond the Em peror’s wishes. 
Tho French people again m asters of tho 
situation the Polish question, the Schloswig- 
Holateln question, the Greek question, the 
popular cause in Spain, will all be revived, and 
the revival will bs dangerous. 
What adds to 
tho gravity of tho situation and therefore to 
the value of the 
Em peror’s 
life 
Is 
the 
fact 
tliat 
the 
treaties 
o f ^ 1815 
are 
all 
deal. 
Napoleon 
has 
told 
us 
this 
already; but Napoleon only proclaimed a fact 
which tho world had already recognized. 
Napoleon did not kill those treaties. They died 
a natural death. 
They wore weak when they 
sustained the blow of 1818. 
They were weaker 
still when Italy rose in some of lier old majesty 
and burst her bonds asunder. 
Sadowa made a 
post-mortem examination unnecessary. 
The 
shadow of those treaties, however, still remains. 
Napoleon docs 
not 
despise tho 
shadow. 
Tho French people hate both the shadow and 
substance, and, the French people again in 
power, 
revenge 
will 
go 
hand 
in 
hand 
with 
justice, 
and tho twain 
may march 
over 
Europe. 
When we 
glance 
at tho 
general situation—when we reflect on the 
Eastern question, on the Slavonic question, 
on the Schloswig-IIolstoin question, on the 
Gorman question, on the Spanish question, on 
tho religious ipiostions In the East and the re­ 
ligious quostioiiJ in tho West of Europe ; when 
we think of the largo standing armies which are 
wasting for want of employment, and when wo 
take into account the conservative power of the 
Emperor Napoleon, wo cannot much wonder 
that the probability of his death put the dynasties 
In a flutter. 
In a few years, if not sooner, wo 
shall have congresses and conferences many, 
and reconstructions not a few. 
O ir faith in 
the governed,- in spite of Charles Dickens, is 
“ illlmitablo" if they govern themselves. 
The 
tide has sot in in favor of a great European 
republic. 
Time is necessary, but the result 
is not doubtful.

O reat N ew s for tho Cunndlnns. 


Tho aged and venerable John Bull, con­ 
scious of his home decrepitude, has been en­ 
gaged for some few years past in hunting up 
outside confcdorations and organizing colo­ 
nial unions and empires and foreign govern­ 
mental associations, with the view of having 
something youthful to lean on when bo be­ 
comes completely infirm and is permanently 
laid up in his insular armchair. 
He will, even 
tlieu, like to read of ships, coloalea and com­ 
merce, and to run back iu memory to tho time 
when he domineered on the ocean, seized ter­ 
ritory when and where he pleased, and either 
controlled or interfered with tho m arkets of 
the world. 
Ills latest and most amusing idea 
in the way of consolation is lo the effect that he 
is to be rejuvenated from Canada, and that the 
Canadians aro to take up the rem nants of tho 
Union Jack and become a huge naval power, or 
sort of transatlantic John.

The legitimate business of the banks is to aid 
the commercial community, and it Is for this 
principally they obtain their charters. The 
temptation to make larger profits oat of call 
loans from stock jobbers is great, undoubt- 
edly, but the banks should remember that the 
prosperity of the city as well as their own in 
the long run depends very much upon com- 
merce. However, the present trouble will 
soon pass away, and we shall not .experience 
anything similar, probably, for some time to 
come. Still there ia no security for tlia future, 
and therefore it will be the duty of Congress 
as soon as it meets to place the financial 
affairs of the country on such a foundation as 
will give stability to monetary transactions, 
the currency and trade.

The water supply in this city 
is remarKably low at the present time, and, while 
there is no real cause for alarm as regards a drought, 
it behooves all to be as sparing as possible in tne use 
of water. The Croton Aqueduct Board, at a meeting 
held on Tuesday last, prepared a communication on 
tae subject of the scarcity of water, and asting the 
co-operation of the police In impressing on oil;z»ns 
generally the necessity of economy in the us» ol 
the water. 
On Saturday last Mayor llall caused a 
similar communication to be forwarded to the 
Superintendent of Police, asking his co-cpera'ion in 
regard to having the wort or sprinkling the streets 
more economically done. la compliance witii these 
communications the Police Commissioners have

The recent experience of the citizens of Phila- 


delphia during tae scarcity of water In that city 
comes to the citizens of the metropolis with rather 
significant warning. The water supply in this city 
is remarKably low at the present time, and, while 
there is no real cause for alarm as regards a drought, 
it behooves all to be as sparing as possible in tne use 
of water. The Croton Aqueduct Board, at a meeting 
held on Tuesday last, prepared a communication on 
tae subject of the scarcity of water, and asting the 
co-operation of the police In impressing on oil;z»ns 
generally the necessity of economy in the us» ol 
the water. 
On Saturday last Mayor llall caused a 
similar communication to be forwarded to the 
Superintendent of Police, asking his co-cpera'ion in 
regard to having the wort or sprinkling the streets 
more economically done. la compliance witii these 
communications the Police Commissioners have 
issued the foHowing order:—

Affairs In Wall street at length begin to look some- 


what more encouraging. The slight relief aiforded 
o? Wednesdays operations among the members of 
the Cold Exchange, although counterbalanced by 
tne complications produced by Injunctions and other 
similar tacllcs on the part of a few houses, removed 
much of the depression from the minds of the finan- 
cial men, and yesterday morning the occupants of 
T7ali and Broad streets met with a determination to 
put the most

lia',1 made up their minds that the only method 
by which they could unravel the entanglements of 
^ast Friday's operations was to unite together iu a 
tarmonlous spirit and mutually submit to Incon- 
venience and sacrifices. They had found that to 
adopt a coercive policy and force an immediate set- 
tlement according to the rules of tiie board wouid 
result m the failure of heavy flrms already in a rot- 
tcriDg condition, and whose fall would involve niany 
cf themselves in ruin. This was especially tiie caae 
in respect to Smith, Gould, Martin & Co., and while 
e majoiity of tho dealers manifested a disposition 
to close upon the arm by throwing its gold upon the 
market, they dared not rnako a move detrimental to 
Smith, Gould & Martin's interests, because of tuetr 
own financial relations with the company. There is 
no doubt that the injunction served upon the O'olrt 
Board by this firm, prohibiting the sale oCthdr gold, 
•was unnecessary, as it was the interest of nearly 
every dealer that the company should weather the 
Worm. 


Wednesday night's reflections 
upon this fact 


opened the eyes of operators more cleuily to the 
Ocgrce ol their dependence upon each other's forbcar- 
ouce, anu when dealers assembled about the Cold 
find stock cxcaau/jcs early yesterday morning all 
felt that milder measures would be adopted, 
and an opportunity be afforded for matters to eradu- 
ally rlglrt themselves. The financial atmoejiiicre 
was not without threatening siirna, However, and 
notwithstanding the improved feeling which pro- 
Tailed few were without apprehensions of additional 
complications and danger. A thousand rumois of 
Jaj.ure}, new injunctions and 
cocrcue measures 


to bo sprung upon the Gold Board during the d,\y 
•urere Qymg about the streets.

prominent brokers cieated an eddy or Interroca- 
loncs in the croud, and tne hour for lUe opening of 
the Gold Board v, as awaited with a degree of impa- 
liwice scarcely less tnan that of the preceding 
morning. 


The streets, however, were not EO crowded as on

to go Into tho clearing anangement proposed by this 
board, we then asxed what position we stood lu.

brokers, six million of Bold for this flrm, aud pro- 
rose to sottio ail claims against William Heath & Co.

most courteously throughout, though perhaps cer- 
tain principals contributed somewhat to culminate 
the event.

The minutes of the last conrt having been read, 
The Governor said, I have to acuaaint the pro- 
rietors that this is a quarterly meeting, held under 
he charter, and is also a half-yearly court for the 
declaration of a dividend. The net proiils for the 
half-year ending the Slst August last were £sso,i :s 
17s. 2d, making the amount of rest on that dav 
£3,078,633 123. 8a. Oat of that we propose to pay a 
dividend of £4 ICs. per cent., and after that Is pain 
there will remain a rest of £-3.024,678 12<!. bd. The 
court of direction therefore propose that the half- 
year's dividend be £4 10s. per cent., and that no 
redaction be made on account of income tax. 
This is the question I have to put before tha court.

TO THE EDITOR OP TEE HERAID:— 


It la Impossible to deny the force of your sugges- 


tion that unless a recurrence of the scenes of last 
week is prevented our financial ruin is assured; 
and, indeed, it is only in this aspect I think that the 
operations of the Gold Room ara deserving of public 
attention. Left to themselves/the people might well 
regard the contest between tne Guelphs and GMbel- 
llnes of the Gold Exchange with a cool Indifference; 
for in any event the conflict must needs culminate 
with the exhaustion of one side or of the other, and 
that cousummat:on could not at any tim& bs long 
delayed. But tie ground of most serious apprehen-" 
slon Is as to tte future, and as the organ of the peo- 
ple you dc well to call attention to the fact 
and to inquire the remedy. 
But whers is 
the reme# to be found ? sot even the resumption 
of specla payments, were that possible, could be 
relied on as a guarantee against financial crises 
similar to that through, which the country has Jusc 
passe-f. We very well know that penal enactments 
are la such oases impotent for good; nor can the 
eviU Ba remedied, we shall find, by any sort of 
sprclai legislation whatsoever. 
;n my view, this is Just tnat case of political eco- 
wniy m which au ounce of prevention will bo 
(forth a pound of cure; nay, in which prevention 
only will protect the body politic from a disease 
which, once developed, is incurable. Now, I have 
seen but one political measure suggested m any 
quarter, of which it may reasonably be predicted 
mat, if adopted, Its results vronid he generally beue- 
flcial and capable of meeting the exigencies now 
under consideration. . That measure was the one 
brought forward by Senator Sprague, of Rhode 
Island, late in the last session of Congress, and 
which has not reoeived that general public attention, 
to Which its merits entitle it, doubtless because 
of tho failure on the part of the republican 
press to bring it to the notice of us readers. The 
measure ID question Is to be found ia senate docu- 
ment Xo. 194, and is entitled "A bill to provide for 
loaning the public money." Xne leading feature of 
the measure lu question is thus full; expressed by 
Its title. It contemplated the establishment in the 
city of Kew fork of a council of finance, consisting 
of one commissioner, one deputy commissioner and 
twenty-four councillors, to be selected from men of 
learning and experience as merchants and not en- 
gaged in private business, whose duty it,shall be, 
under the sanclio'n ot their offlce and with pioper 
pains and penalties for any malfeasance therein, to 
loan daljy all moneys In the Sub-Tre'asury not re- 
quired lor the payment of lawful demands on that 
day, and also all funds received therein upon 
fiepOKit, for whict. prov.slon Is maue in the act—the 
rate ol interest for ail eucb loans being tietoriuiutibio 


tors and tne public upon the poiut. He was liappy 
to bo In a position to give the most unaiiaiincd. 
assurance to the court, and through n to the public 
generally, that nothing of the nature of misunder- 
standing between tua government aud the Bant 
had occurred upon this matter.

So far as he (ihe 
Governor) was aware there was no raliwaj ur 
other company which enasied the simreiioldeis 
to come and receive tueir dividends personally, 
and therefore the proposition of tiie Chancellor of 
the Exchequer was looked 11090 a? an alternative to 
the present system. Wheu they compared the fw 
To 
systems together tney thought the existing system 
of receiving dividends nersonally or bv power of 
attorney was bower tuaa sending the whole of tiie' 
warrants through the post, and th,ey communicated 
this opinion to the government, but the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, in his lejoiuder, toofc diCereut 
ground. He said He did not intend that the who,e 
of the warrants should be sent through the post, 
but merely that every facility shoula be afforded to 
the public creditor for receiving dividends. The 
matter had been taken Into consideration and lite 
board had endeavored, as they were always anxious 
to do to conform to the wishes of the government, 
and the result was that the bank now gave greater 
faculties than the railway compauics for the receint 
of dividends, because, in addition, there was liie 
option of receivine them personally. So far from 
there having been any misunderstanding, there ii.id 
been a hearty co-operation between life bank aud 
the government (hear, hear): and there had cert.imir 
been no desire on the part or the Chancellor of 
tho KxeheqiTer to press them mto a course wUi-_-!; 
was not agreeable to theai. lie might mention that 
Wednesday was the last day np to Which they could 
conveniently receive applications from persons de- 
siring to have their dividend warrants due in Octo- 
ber sent to them. The number amounted to very 
few in excess of seven, hundred oat of one hundred 
and twelve thousand; but at the same time lie 
thought this should not be taken as a criterion of the 
number which would ultimately avail themselves of 
the change. The bank had made no objection to 
paying the dividends quarterly, and could give co 
specific reply to government upon tne subject until 
they knew what course the government proposed to 
adopt. The bank had passed no opinion, 
The mat- 
ter, therefore, remained open for consideration. In 
conclusion, he said that tho bank had made no loss 
whatever at their branch in Manchester. 
The motion for the payment of the dividend was 
then put and carried. 


The governor said tnat as the rate of dividend ex- 
ceeded that of last half year it would have to ba 
determined by ballot, aud he moved the adjourn, 
meat of the meotlnc for that purpose till Tuesday 
next, tlie siet lust.

The 
court of direction therefore propose that the half- 
year's dividend be £4 10s. per cent., and that no 
redaction be made on account of income tax. 
This is the question I have to put before tha court.

TO THE EDITOR OP TEE HERAID:— 


It la Impossible to deny the force of your sugges- 


tion that unless a recurrence of the scenes of last 
week is prevented our financial ruin is assured; 
and, indeed, it is only in this aspect I think that the 
operations of the Gold Room ara deserving of public 
attention. Left to themselves/the people might well 
regard the contest between tne Guelphs and GMbel- 
llnes of the Gold Exchange with a cool Indifference; 
for in any event the conflict must needs culminate 
with the exhaustion of one side or of the other, and 
that cousummat:on could not at any tim& bs long 
delayed. But tie ground of most serious apprehen-" 
slon Is as to tte future, and as the organ of the peo- 
ple you dc well to call attention to the fact 
and to inquire the remedy. 
But whers is 
the reme# to be found ? sot even the resumption 
of specla payments, were that possible, could be 
relied on as a guarantee against financial crises 
similar to that through, which the country has Jusc 
passe-f. We very well know that penal enactments 
are la such oases impotent for good; nor can the 
eviU Ba remedied, we shall find, by any sort of 
sprclai legislation whatsoever. 
;n my view, this is Just tnat case of political eco- 
wniy m which au ounce of prevention will bo 
(forth a pound of cure; nay, in which prevention 
only will protect the body politic from a disease 
which, once developed, is incurable. Now, I have 
seen but one political measure suggested m any 
quarter, of which it may reasonably be predicted 
mat, if adopted, Its results vronid he generally beue- 
flcial and capable of meeting the exigencies now 
under consideration. . That measure was the one 
brought forward by Senator Sprague, of Rhode 
Island, late in the last session of Congress, and 
which has not reoeived that general public attention, 
to Which its merits entitle it, doubtless because 
of tho failure on the part of the republican 
press to bring it to the notice of us readers. The 
measure ID question Is to be found ia senate docu- 
ment Xo. 194, and is entitled "A bill to provide for 
loaning the public money." Xne leading feature of 
the measure lu question is thus full; expressed by 
Its title. It contemplated the establishment in the 
city of Kew fork of a council of finance, consisting 
of one commissioner, one deputy commissioner and

Chancellor of the Exchequer commenced the cor-

So far as he (ihe 
Governor) was aware there was no raliwaj ur 
other company which enasied the simreiioldeis 
to come and receive tueir dividends personally, 
and therefore the proposition of tiie Chancellor of 
the Exchequer was looked 11090 a? an alternative to 
the present system. Wheu they compared the fw

systems together tney thought the existing system 
of receiving dividends nersonally or bv power of 
attorney was bower tuaa sending the whole of tiie' 
warrants through the post, and th,ey communicated 
this opinion to the government, but the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, in his lejoiuder, toofc diCereut 
ground. He said He did not intend that the who,e 
of the warrants should be sent through the post, 
but merely that every facility shoula be afforded to 
the public creditor for receiving dividends. The 
matter had been taken Into consideration and lite 
board had endeavored, as they were always anxious 
to do to conform to the wishes of the government, 
and the result was that the bank now gave greater 
faculties than the railway compauics for the receint 
of dividends, because, in addition, there was liie 
option of receivine them personally. So far from 
there having been any misunderstanding, there ii.id 
been a hearty co-operation between life bank aud 
the government (hear, hear): and there had cert.imir 
been no desire on the part or the Chancellor of 
tho KxeheqiTer to press them mto a course wUi-_-!; 
was not agreeable to theai. lie might mention that 
Wednesday was the last day np to Which they could 
conveniently receive applications from persons de- 
siring to have their dividend warrants due in Octo- 
ber sent to them. The number amounted to very 
few in excess of seven, hundred oat of one hundred 
and twelve thousand; but at the same time lie 
thought this should not be taken as a criterion of the 
number which would ultimately avail themselves of 
the change. The bank had made no objection to 
paying the dividends quarterly, and could give co 
specific reply to government upon tne subject until 
they knew what course the government proposed to 
adopt. The bank had passed no opinion, 
The mat- 
ter, therefore, remained open for consideration. In 
conclusion, he said that tho bank had made no loss 
whatever at their branch in Manchester. 
The motion for the payment of the dividend was 
then put and carried.

was opposed to it altogether and refused to assume 
to tax himself individually lor the benefit of the 
whole. Tais was out natural and a necessary out- 
growth of tlie system. The Improvement of apart 
of Thirty-thinlBtreet— just to give one instance— was 
retarded for years, because one person, wiio owned 
nearly all of the land abutting on both sides of tne 
street in a certain locality objected to assume the 
very onerous" burden of paying hiinsell for nearly the 
whole cost of the paving. 


A recent law has,' however, abated this evil. By 
it the Legislature enacted that in cases where the 
commissioners agree that the proposed Improve- 
ment benefits the whole city half the expense shall 
be borne by general taxation and half by the Issue 
of bonds, so as to distribute the expense upon the 
future increase or the city. This is but just, for 
while the present owners of land and residents in 
the city are largely benefited by a regular system of 
street improvement, the larger number of people 
that are to Inhabit New York alter them, the future 
enhanced value of the property, to which good and 
passable streets and avenues will in a great measure 
have contributed, should also share -in the Cost of 
anch resulting benefits. The millions to come here- 
after will be more benefited than the people of 
to-day by the blessings ol the preserved talon and 
they are very properly charged with the ptvjment of 
the heaviest portion of the debt incurred for m pre- 
servation. And as it is in large things affecting .the 
whole country, so the same principle applied to tie 
smaller spliejre of municipal affairs is the just one. 
And well said tae .Mayor in this connection in his 
message to tie Common Council:— 


Neither la it just to charge upon property to-day the whole 
expense of an improvement which will benefit tho city for 
Xdanj yours. If a projected work will last fifty years the ei- 
Sensc Bho-jld be spread over that period. This cannot be 
ocebyjissessmcnt; it may be by general taxation, in con- 
nection with which city imnroveaient bonds may he issued 
as necessity requires, maturing at different times during tbe 
estimated duration of the warks fuf the construction of 
which they arc issued, lies-ties, under tbo late assessment 
system coteries of selSsh property ow-cers from a Email sec- 
tion of the city could altrays vexaflousiy delay, even if, they 
could not defeat, valuable and ueceasary improvements de- 
manded fay the yreat fcody of citizeua. Next winter we must 
make jinoiiier lijjht for additional laws securing the equities 
just referred to. 


HAS JIEE:; DONE. 
Sotwltttsrandinsr the still defective condition of 
tiielaw, yet unto its present more favoraule provi- 
sions much lias been done. Tne street improvement 
fund is created by the issue of assessment; bonds, 
maintained by the application thereto of all col- 
lected assessments. Cat of this payments are made 
for tlie construction of all new sewers and street 
pavements, which are included in tue general title 
of "street improvements." The amount expended 
from this fund in 1S88 was 81,336,603. 
Besides this, the Legislature of 1867 authorized 
the creation of a special fond of «lo,ooo to be used 
by the Crotou" Arjueduct Uegaxtment in matins 
suctt repairs to the street pavement as are necessi- 
tated by disturbances consequent upon making and 
repairing connections witli sewers, with water and 
gas pipes and constructing and repairing street 
vaults, ana which the respective owners or occu- 
pants of houses neglect to do. The amount tons ex- 
pended by tlie Croton Department 13 to stand as a 
lien upon the property until paid.

Board of Aiilermeu. 


This Board convened yesterday afternoon pursu-

order taen a fine of ssoo^per diem to be imbbsecl on 
tiie owners of encumbrances; and the Counsel to the 
Corporation was directed in such-event lo take the 
necessary iesai measures lo collect tae amount for- 
feited. The report and resolutions were adopted, 
after which the General Orders providms lor tiie fol-

future increase or the city. This is but just, for 
while the present owners of land and residents in 
the city are largely benefited by a regular system of 
street improvement, the larger number of people 
that are to Inhabit New York alter them, the future 
enhanced value of the property, to which good and 
passable streets and avenues will in a great measure 
have contributed, should also share -in the Cost of 
anch resulting benefits. The millions to come here- 
after will be more benefited than the people of 
to-day by the blessings ol the preserved talon and 
they are very properly charged with the ptvjment of 
the heaviest portion of the debt incurred for m pre- 
servation. And as it is in large things affecting .the 
whole country, so the same principle applied to tie 
smaller spliejre of municipal affairs is the just one. 
And well said tae .Mayor in this connection in his 
message to tie Common Council:— 


Neither la it just to charge upon property to-day the whole 
expense of an improvement which will benefit tho city for 
Xdanj yours. If a projected work will last fifty years the ei- 
Sensc Bho-jld be spread over that period. This cannot be 
ocebyjissessmcnt; it may be by general taxation, in con- 
nection with which city imnroveaient bonds may he issued 
as necessity requires, maturing at different times during tbe 
estimated duration of the warks fuf the construction of 
which they arc issued, lies-ties, under tbo late assessment 
system coteries of selSsh property ow-cers from a Email sec- 
tion of the city could altrays vexaflousiy delay, even if, they 
could not defeat, valuable and ueceasary improvements de- 
manded fay the yreat fcody of citizeua.

HAS JIEE:; DONE. 
Sotwltttsrandinsr the still defective condition of 
tiielaw, yet unto its present more favoraule provi- 
sions much lias been done. Tne street improvement 
fund is created by the issue of assessment; bonds, 
maintained by the application thereto of all col- 
lected assessments. Cat of this payments are made 
for tlie construction of all new sewers and street 
pavements, which are included in tue general title 
of "street improvements." The amount expended 
from this fund in 1S88 was 81,336,603. 
Besides this, the Legislature of 1867 authorized 
the creation of a special fond of «lo,ooo to be used 
by the Crotou" Arjueduct Uegaxtment in matins 
suctt repairs to the street pavement as are necessi- 
tated by disturbances consequent upon making and 
repairing connections witli sewers, with water and 
gas pipes and constructing and repairing street 
vaults, ana which the respective owners or occu- 
pants of houses neglect to do. The amount tons ex- 
pended by tlie Croton Department 13 to stand as a 
lien upon the property until paid.

The legitimate business of the banks is to aid 
the commercial community, and it Is for this 
principally they obtain their charters. The 
temptation to make larger profits oat of call 
loans from stock jobbers is great, undoubt- 
edly, but the banks should remember that the 
prosperity of the city as well as their own in 
the long run depends very much upon com- 
merce. However, the present trouble will 
soon pass away, and we shall not .experience 
anything similar, probably, for some time to 
come. Still there ia no security for tlia future, 
and therefore it will be the duty of Congress 
as soon as it meets to place the financial 
affairs of the country on such a foundation as 
will give stability to monetary transactions, 
the currency and trade.

It 
seems that abont a month ago the wife of Harring- 
ton suddenly died. Two weeks after a little child 
of Harrington's died in a similar manner; and on 
Monday last the husband of Mrs. Dumphy "Jtlcted 
the sbncKet." 
Of course 
these EuMea deaths 
dm not fail to attract the attention of the netohbors. 
Mr. Dnmphy was ill omy an hour or two, and thia 
gave additional reason for surmising that theie was 
something: wrong In the families. It had been no.'sed 
about previously that a mutual feejtag of admiration 
exisied between Mr Harrington and Mrs. Dnmpliy, 
and therefore the police tooK it into tneir 
heads to investigate the cause 'of the sudden 
deaths.

After electing officers, Congress adjourned in honor 


of the day, and a grand celebration followed, in 
which 00,000 persons took part.

BOSTON, Mass., Sept. 30,1869. 


Tne Factory street portion of the Highlands dis- 


trict in ttus city Is In a high state of excitement over 
a number of mysterious deaths which occurred re- 
cently, and that excitement reached a culminating 
point last night In consequence of the arrest of cer- 
tain parties. 
Tha circumstances of the case

laudanum have taKen a prominent part. 


Daniel Harrington, over fifty years of &ge, and Mrs. 
Ellen Dunphy, about thirty years of age^have lived, 
as neighbors, with their respectiva partners In life, 
lor seme year«. The wife of Harrmgtoa was sister 
to Mr. Dumphy, and "thereby hangs a tale." It 
seems that abont a month ago the wife of Harring- 
ton suddenly died. Two weeks after a little child 
of Harrington's died in a similar manner; and on 
Monday last the husband of Mrs. Dumphy "Jtlcted 
the sbncKet." 
Of course 
these EuMea deaths 
dm not fail to attract the attention of the netohbors. 
Mr. Dnmphy was ill omy an hour or two, and thia 
gave additional reason for surmising that theie was 
something: wrong In the families. It had been no.'sed 
about previously that a mutual feejtag of admiration 
exisied between Mr Harrington and Mrs. Dnmpliy, 
and therefore the police tooK it into tneir 
heads to investigate the cause 'of the sudden 
deaths. Warrants for the arrest ol the above par- 
ties were obtained; and y«stertlay afternoon, whllo 
tho funeral sei vice was proceeding at the housa of 
Sir?. Dumphy, two constables appeared on the prem- 
ises and arrested tUe cmef mojrner, and, cairyniff 
her off, placed her In "duiance vile," and ordered a 
postponement of the funeral. Tne astonished friends 
of the late lamented did not at Drst divine the object 
of the strange conduct of the officers, bat when It 
was discovered that the dead body of Mr. Dumphy was 
conveyed to the Almshouse for an autop^ tue friends, 
some of them, began to taifc about love and lauda- 
num. Nor did the arresting business stop here. 
Harrington, one of the suoposed partners m crime, 
which seems to huve been conceived and executed 
for the puruoie of Retting rid of each other's 
husband and wife, that they might many eam 
other, thus avoiding all the bother of a divorcs, 
wus also ariested at his house, aud, like Mis. 
UumDyy, ho will remain Incarcerated until he

inquest Is concluded. 'Ihe principal story told by the 
neiffhoors of the deceased is that Mrs. i>umphy had 
made purchases of poison aaJ was privy to the, 
deaths ol the several persons mentioned, although!

He was 
born in Sewburs, Orange coantr, In thlsSCiite, earns 
time during tue year 1311, received a good cdooation 
and studied law. Upon boinz admitted to the bar 
he moved to New York, where ha practised his pro- 
fession with success, being regarded as one of the 
ablest and most reliable of our metropolitan Ia\7yera. 
ilr. Fowler soon attained to prominence as a demo- 
cratic politician, although ha sought no office and 
was never elected to one. His influence, how- 
erer, was great, and It was judiciously exer- 
cised In behalf of the political organization to 
wuteh. ne belonged. From the start Be attached 
bimself to Hie Tammaay Society, and 
before 


many years became a cromtaant member thereof. 
in 1853 he waa elected Grand Sachem of the Society, 
holding that position until hia unfortunate defalca- 
tion became !cnown,:and he was forcaa to seek safety 
in flight. He was regarded aa the lea^r of the Tam- 
many branch of the metropolitan denncracv aad 
there la ao doubt that at one period the sower he 
held In political circles was great. Thef» was no 
State or national convention that he was not a mem- 
ber of, aud a prominent participator in tho intriRries 
and wire-pullings which made Presidents and Con- 
gressmen and uoveruors. It was a somewhat sin- 
gular fact, too, that notwithstanding his influence. 
Mr. Fowler-was never the nonunea of his party for 
any office of importance, to which he coild have 
been reatfily elected to a city ate this, with, her ittr.re 
democratic majority. 
Tae only office of consequence which Mr. Foirlsr 
ever held was one by appointment, and taat proved 
his bane, and gave aim a notoriety winch destroyed 
his prospects for life. In iss.) President Pierce 
appointed him postmaster of the city ot New York.

Munroe. so. architect In the city, a gentleman appar- 
ently of high social position, and him she claimed 
as her ftusbautl, thougl she passed by a different 
ULKIK. lie and she had, it was understood, returned 
from Boston together immediately prior to her taK- 
ing up her quarters al Lordly'g; he had visited her 
tUere, and she and her child 
had lea 
in 


his company in a coach, ivith directions to her, how- 
ever, not to reluru, as Mrs. Lordly did not like ap- 
pearances. She Icuew thit Mr. Munroe was a iaar- 
riert man, had told Her that such was the case, and 
sent \vord to bis fatlier, a highly respectable gentle- 
man, as to what was going on. Muuroe. tho woman 
and cliild were driven away from Loralys by a 
coacliman nainea Worden. He took the party to 
La£c Lomoud. near Bimser's, parted company with 
tiiem near that place, Munroe stating that they were 
gomg to the Mouse of a Mr. Collies, whom the laay 
wished to see, that they woulC walk itere and that 
Munroe would go bacs to Bunker's to the coacli, 
which was to be In readiness on bis return. In the 
course of au hour or tvro they a'.l returned, Monroe 
remarking that the lady had not round her Irlends, 
the Contuses, at home, and wonM have to return 
some otuer day. 
Tliey then drove into 
the 
city, and Mrs. Clark aud her child put up 
at tue Union Hotel. A few days after thai, on a Sat- 
urday, M'ordeu was employed by Uanroe to drive 
tiie same parties to the same place, ana received 
similar directions as to being re-adv for Munroe'a 
return, 
lu about an hour alter" the coachman 
parted company with the party, Munroe returned 
saying to the coachman, "The folks are at hou'e 
that Mrs. UiarSe wishes to see and she is going to 
stay over Similar. They will bring her in in time 
lor the boat on Monday morning." This was la 
broad daylight, and at au early part or the day. Wor- 
duu then drove Munroe into the city and was 
airccted by him to take airs. Clark's trunks to the 
Boston boat, on .Monday morning.

A favorable response was made by over forty 
firms, in fourteen different States, each of which has 
signed tlio call just issued, it la expected there will 
be in attendance a eoocl rctjresenta tlon from many 
States wiilch Have not sa yet been heard from. 


Tlie following extract from the circular referred 
to above exhibits tho purpose, so far as at present 
develojica^ ol this convention:—"The policies that 
have actuated the movers of this convention have 
not Deen publicly discussed, bat are left entirely to 
the action of tue convention, bclievinsr that the time 
has arrived when the real estate dealers who have 
so liberally advertised for the world should com- 
mand tliat respect due to their nesition."

his company in a coach, ivith directions to her, how- 
ever, not to reluru, as Mrs. Lordly did not like ap- 
pearances. She Icuew thit Mr. Munroe was a iaar- 
riert man, had told Her that such was the case, and 
sent \vord to bis fatlier, a highly respectable gentle- 
man, as to what was going on. Muuroe. tho woman 
and cliild were driven away from Loralys by a 
coacliman nainea Worden. He took the party to 
La£c Lomoud. near Bimser's, parted company with 
tiiem near that place, Munroe stating that they were 
gomg to the Mouse of a Mr. Collies, whom the laay 
wished to see, that they woulC walk itere and that 
Munroe would go bacs to Bunker's to the coacli, 
which was to be In readiness on bis return. In the 
course of au hour or tvro they a'.l returned, Monroe 
remarking that the lady had not round her Irlends, 
the Contuses, at home, and wonM have to return 
some otuer day. 
Tliey then drove into 
the 
city, and Mrs. Clark aud her child put up 
at tue Union Hotel. A few days after thai, on a Sat- 
urday, M'ordeu was employed by Uanroe to drive 
tiie same parties to the same place, ana received 
similar directions as to being re-adv for Munroe'a 
return, 
lu about an hour alter" the coachman 
parted company with the party, Munroe returned 
saying to the coachman, "The folks are at hou'e 
that Mrs. UiarSe wishes to see and she is going to 
stay over Similar.
